The other day we asked an East Didsbury resident 
if he was going to vote for the water and sewage plan for 
Didsbury. He said, “Ef Taam going to benefit 1 wiil, but if 
it won't help me, why should i vote on the plan.” However, 
he did say, after the plan had been explained to } thet 
he certainly wouldn't vote against the scheme. 

This man did not understand the plan, nor its possible 
benefit to him in the future, and some further explanation 
is probably necessary as a guide to others, 

in the first place the water and sewage plan does not 
call for immediate installations east of the track. Neither 
does it call for increased tax levy to pay for the initial in- 
stallation. ‘The present plan is to be paid for by the water 
and ade Sl users alone, but the i and Village 

requires tha au ty oka lit majority of the ratepayers 
must be obtained before and money by-law can be carried, 
That is why the » 
provide Didsbury with water and sewage facilities. 

The residents of Fi: 
part of town, will not get water and sewage i 
luumediately, if the by-laws puss, but in time they can ex- 
pect an extension of the proposed water and sewage lines 
and without increased tax levy. Ho wever, if the proposed 
by-laws do not carry by the two-thirds majority on Janu- 
ary 21st, there will be no chance whatever of East Dids- 
bury getting an extension of any proposed system. 

Eventually we in Didsbury will want water and sew- 
age east of the track. The only good building lots avail- 
alle in town are in this part of our community, and future 
home builders are going to build here. When a few more 
homes are erected in East Didsbury the water and sewage, 
if installed in the main part of town, would be feasible 
east of the track on 2 plan similar to that proposed now. 

Anyone who has the interests of Didsbury at heart 
will vote for water and sewage, Anyone who votes against 
the plan must be considered ss being unfavorable to the 
idea of having our town advance with others along the 
line, and if they do not think enough of Didsbury to have 
it advance with others, why are they living here?

A SCARITY OF SEED 


(By H. G. L. Strange) 


As the season advances it be- 
comes more aand more apparent 
that there will be a scarcity of good 
seed this year. This refers not only 
to Registered and Certified seed 
also to Commerical seeds. Farmers, 
therefore, who plan on using 
any quantity of new seed had bet- 
ter be quite certain that they can 
find it before they haul all their 
grain to clevators. 

There is one source of quite good 
seed available, which is what is 
termed (Crop Testing Plan) “A” 
This represents stocks in the hands 
of certain farmers who had samples 
representing their crops grown at 


“Crop Testing Plan” tests. 

An “A” given by the Crop Test- 
ing Plan” means that the s ood | 
true-to variety to a high degree of 
excellence. Those who are in need 
of this kind of seed might therefore 
inquire if in their district there is a 
farmer with such stocks in his bins. 
As a rule farmers are willing to sell 
such good seed to their neighbors 
for only a small premium. During 
the past fifteen years ‘Crop Testing 
Plan’ records reveal that over five 
niillion bushels of such “Crop Test- 
ing Plan” “A” seeds have been 
purchased and used with satisfac- 
tion by prairie farmers.
